REFUSE PERMIT 
TO NORTHWEST 
AIRLINES INC. 


Will Not Be Given Permis- 
sion To Fly Over Cana- 
dian Territory

OTTAWA, March 7—Northwest 
Airlines Inc., an American air 
service will not be given per- 
mission to fly over Canadian ter- 
ritory on a through route to 
Alaska. 

Commander C P. Edwards, 
deputy minister of transport stated | 
| definitely today: “The only licenses 
granted to American companies to 
fly into Canada is that permitting 
Western Air Express to fly from 
Great Falls, Montana to Lethbridge 
to connect with Trans-Canada, and 
a similar service by Northwest Air- 
lines between St. Paul and Win- 
nipeg.” 

No application has been made by 
Northwest Airlines to Ottawa for a 
through service over Canadian ter- 
ritory. If such application is made | 
it will without doubt be rejected, 
Canadian policy being to restrict 
air services in Canadian territory to 
Canadian air lines, except short 
runs over the border to connect 
with Canadian systems. 

Northwest Airlines is reported 
planning through service of 21- 
passenger airliners from St. Paul 
to Fairbanks via Regina, Edmon- 
ton, Grande Prairie and White- 
horse. As Canadian airlines al- 
ready provide adequate service 
over these routes no American 
company will be allowed to come 
in and compete. If business war- 
rants 21-passenger airliners, Can- 
adian airlines will provide them. 

Northwest is 
applied to Washington for a license 
to operate an airmail, express and 
passenger service from St. Pau! to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, through Canada. 
Washington may grant a license in 
American territory but can give no 
authorization over Canadian ter- 
ritory

She was intercepted by our 
forces and tried to scuttle herself 
This attempt was frustrated but the 
Uckermark subsequently sank while 
in tow.

Those Rumanian Ports 


Premier Antonescu scooting to Vienna to 
tel] Marshal Goering that Russia had de- 
manded some more Rumanian territory adds 
a touch of grim comedy to the Balkan 
tragedy. Goering, as likely as not, knew 
Moscow's plans before they were disclosed 
to the frightened Antonescu. At least he 
had every reason to suppose Stalin would 
not over-look the opportunity to grab that is 
opened up to him by the southward move- 
ment of Nazi troops and the involvement of 
Germany in war with Greece and perhaps 
Turkey. Josef hasn't missed any former 
chance to help plunder Hitler's victims. Why 
should he start now? 

It may be of course that Russia has other 
aims than mere possession of the coveted 
Black Sea ports. These lie closer than Rus- | 
sian ports to Russia’s only outlet to the 
Mediterranean, They are also closer to the | 
submarine and air bases which the Nazis | 
have established on the Rumanian coast. 
They would be useful in the event of Russia 
backing Turkey to fight a Nazi attempt to 
seize the Dardanelles. Whether Herr Goering 
knew beforehand that Stalin wanted the 
ports, he will not be unmindful of the pos- 
sibility that he may want them for war use, 
not just as keep-sakes. Pondering that 
possibility, the Marshal can hardly help 
wondering whether his Corporal Fuehrer 
isn't staking too much for Benito’s sake. 


Ankara Wasn’t Fooled 


The Turk-Bulgar pact did not last long 
It ended in fact, whether or not formally, 
when Nazi troops swarmed over Bulgaria 
and massed on the border of Turkey. It 
means exactly nothing in the situation thus 
created, 

That seems strange to dwellers in this 
continent, since when Canada and the 
United States make a treaty they keep it. 
Not necessarily so in Europe, nor even 
usually so, particularly in the Balkans. Pacts | 
there are made the light of a genera! 
understanding that they may not be worth 
anything the day after tomorrow. When 
there ere not escape clauses in them, there 
is always the recognized fact that circum- 
stances can aller cases and frequently, do. 
And when armies are mobilized along a 
border, the generals do not sit down together

| At first, the tendency was to believe that 
| the Soviets were disposed to openly chal- 
lenge German aggression in the Balkans 
This does not seem to be borne out by the 
facts or by subsequent events. 

In the first place, the note was addressed, 
not to Germany, but to Bulgaria. This 
| would indicate that Stalin intended it t6 be 
more of a rebuke to Bulgaria than a protest 
to Hitler. 
| The fact that no action has been taken by 
Russia to follow up this partial revelation 
lof policy would seem to show that Stalin's 
message was primarily a warning to Bulgaria 
that, having bowed to Hitler's demands, she 
could expect no assistance from Russia and 
would have to fry in her own fat.

It is probably a fact that the understand- 

ing which Hitler tries to pretend has been 
established between himself and Stalin is 
non-existent. In all likelihood, the Soviets 
are just as much of an enigma to the Nazis 
las to the British. 
Thus, the report that Russia had de- 
|manded seaports from Rumania, which has 
been denied, was very probably a bit of Ger- 
man kite-flying to goad Stalin into some 
positive expression of opinion. 

The situation seems to be this: 

Stalin is intensely interested in Hitler's 
movements in the Balkans. He is resentful 
of Hitler's intrusion into an area which he 
regards as his sphere of influence. He would 
be particularly resentful of any attempt to 
interfere with Turkey which for years has 
virtually been his keeper of the Black Sea 
gate. 
| But Stalin is still afraid of a hostile move 
| by Hitler in his direction. 

It is a good guess that the Soviets will 
|take action against the Nazis when Nazi 
| power is concretely on the decline, Very 
probably a serious Axis defeat in the Near 
|East will bring Stalin’s troops down into 
| Rumania for another land grab.

The Frustration of Government 
Shortly after the delegates in 
Philadelphia had completed the 
writing of the Constitution, John 
Adams wrote to Rufus King that the 
convention had been “if not the 
greatest exertion of human under- 
Standing, the greatest single effort 
of national deliberation that the 
world has ever seen.” Between May 
29, 1787, when their procedure and 
rules had been agreed upon, and 
Sept. 15, 1787, their last working 
day the fifty-five delegates with 
George Washington in the chair, 
wrote the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, Thus they deliberated for 
three-and-a-half months in order to 
produce the fundamenta] lew under 
which this nation has lived for a 
century and a half. 


We have here, then, a measure 
of how long a time is required for 
genuine deliberation when an as- 
sembly is dealing not merely with 
a single bill but with the creation of 
a new framework of government 
and the allocation of powers. The 
deliberations of Congress on H. R. 
1776, the lend-lease bill, began on 
Jan. 15, 1941, and on Wednesday of 
this week they will have been going 
on for one week short of two 
months, and some members of the 
opposition are now no longer deny- 
ing that they will, if they can, talk 
for the purpose of preventing the 
majority of the Senate from making 
a decision. 

Thus they have passed the point 
where the minority are exercising 
their right to be heard and to argue 
their case fully. They have reached 
the point where they are now seek- 
ing to prevent the Senate from ex- 
ercising its right to pass on their 
arguments and to decide the issue. 
What should be a responsible de- 
liberation, that is to say “careful 
consideration with a view to deci- 
sion,” is likely now to become a test 
of physica] and nervous endurance 
—whether the minority can stand 
on its feet Jonger and do without 
sleep longer than can the majority. 
And this effort to paralyze the Sen- 
ate is being arranged, we are told, 
in order to preserve democracy 
against the rise of dictatorship! 

. 


Those who have had qualms 
about the powers which H. R. 1776 
vests in the President should now 
ask themselves whether there can 
be any power more deadly to the 
survival of democracy than the 
power to paralyze the government 
and prevent it from reaching « de- 
cision in a time of grave crisis, It 
was this very evil—the evil of im- 
potence—that aroused the patriots 
in 1787 and caused them to send 
delegates to Philadelphia to estab- 
lish a government which was cap- 
able of nationa) action. They had 
realized, as Washington put it, that 
“to suppose that the general con- 
cerns of this country can be dir- 
ected by thirteen heads, or one head 
without competent powers, is a sole- 
cism, the bad effects of which every 
man who has had the practical 
knowledge to judge from, that I 
have, is fully convinced of.” 

What was true in 1787 is mani- 
festly true today. An inadequate 
government, and nothing could be 
more inadequate than a government 


a fearful danger to the national 
safety and to the social order. For 


but deciding firmly and acting reso- 
jutely, may make mistakes. But 
they will survive their mistakes and 
triumph over their, errors because 
they have the means to act and to) 
correct their errors. But if a gov- 
ernment is paralyzed, is unable to 
reach any decision, right or wrong, 
is entangled with itself so that pub- 
lic policy is brought to a standsti!!, 
then the nation is in grave danger 


and therefore altogether defense- 
less. Thig was the state of affairs 
which called the Constitutional Con- 
vention into being; it was to pre- 
serve the nation from this very per- | 
i] of an impotent government that 
the Constitution was adopted. We 
now face in one of the most crit- 
ica] periods of history the mortal | 
peri] of a government reduced to 
impotence, 

The issue presented here tran-| 
scends any other issue, rea) or al- 
leged, which ig now before the 
American people. H. R. 1776 is an 
important measure. But the ques-| 
tions it raises are smal] in com- 
parison with the question of whether 
the governgnent of the United States 
is to be capable of reaching deci- 
sions on the grave issues which con- 
front us. No one will wish, and no 
one has lifted a finger, to prevent 
the Senate from deliberating on 
policy and on method, on authoriza- 
tions and on eppropriations. No 
one has suggested that the oppo- 
nents of the bil! should be denied 
the opportunity to argue their views 
thoroughly. No one has suggested 
that every effort should not be made 
to clarify the bill, to make it as ac- 
ceptable as possible not merely to 
the numerical majority but to the 
minority as well. But since the end 
of last week, the question has not | 
been the merits of H. R. 1776 but) 
whether the Senate is to be aliowed 
to yvote—now that the arguments 
have been made, end repeated, and 
reiterated over and over and over 
agein.

For if this effort to paralyze the 
government is allowed to succeed, 
the effects wil] extend far beyond 
the extremely serious results of de- 
feating the lend-lease bill. It will 
paralyze the whole national defense 
because it will be impossible to 
know what other necessary meas- 
ures will be defeated by the next 
filibuster. What is the good of 
undertaking to build up the na- 
tional defense if at this stage in the 
undertaking, it suddenly develops 
that a determined minority in the 
Senate can bring the government 
to a standstill and refuse to let 
decisions be taken? If on a measure 
which edmittedly has the support 
of @ large majority, which is asked 
for by all the responsible officers 
of government and by responsible 
men in both parties, action is to be 
frustrated by a filibuster, then the 
American Republic enters the most 
critical period in the history of the 
modern world without a governs 
ment which is able to govern. 

That is a prospect to think over 
and to pray over.

LONDON, March 7.—(AP)—The war has introduced a 
lot of new hazards to the game of golf. To begin with, aircraft

Many of the best courses near 
London are scarred and pitted by 
bombs. And you Rave to play out 
of bomb craters, too—no lifting.

Of eight major British sports, 
only soccer and racing cling to any 
semblance of their pre-war glory 
but even their total attendance is 
off between 65 and 70 per cent.

Laurier was laid to rest with the 
great of the earth,” Mr. Justice 
O'Connor concluded, “but his 
spirit passed out into the golden 
sunshine of the land he loved, to | 
be an inspiration to all Canadians 
so long as chivalry, courtesy and 
high achievement are _ prized 
among men.” 

Giving a brief biography of Sir 
John, Dr, Dyde outlined his main 
aims and achievements as the pres- 
ervation of Canada’s connection | 
with the Mother Country and the 
formation of the Dominion of Can- 
ada through the confederation of 
the provinces, 

He spoke of Sir John’s broad 
humanity and large heartedness, his 
ability to appreciate all types and 
classes of people. 

He quoted appreciations of Sir 


John by Sir John Thompson, Sir 
Robert Borden and Sir Wilfred 
Laurier. 


HISTORIC FIGURE 

“Today we need to remind our- 
selves of Sir John A.'s achieve 
ments,” Dr. Dyde said. “He is an 
historic figure, it is true, but he is 
much more—as chief of the Fathers 
of Confederation, his attitude to 
Canada then is an example, a 
guide, even a warning to us h»re 
and now in the face, not perhaps of 
active opposition, but at least of 
coo! indifference to the fate of the 
colonies. He made the Canada of 
today possible and helped more 
than any other single person to 
mould the British Empire of today.

That makes it import- 
ant to understand thoroughly the 
differences among fats and what 
each one does best 

For deep-fat frying, you want 
a fat with a bland flavor and a 
high smoking point. When fat be- 
gins to smoke, it starts to break 
down chemically and gives off an 


Food fried in it will taste un- 
pleasant. 

Good fats for deep-fat frying 
are vegetable oils except olive oil, 
the hydrogenated fats, some of the 
compounds, ard high-quality lards. 
All fats mentioned above are suit- 
able also for shallow or pan frying. 
Also butter, oleomargarine, olive oil, 
and drippings 


For cakes, biscuits, and other 
quickbreads, almost any fat or oil 
with a bland flavor will work. 


SUBSTITUTE FAT FC® FAT 


Fats cannot nor: be sub- 
stituted for one an measure 
for measure, because .ne amount 


of actual fat in a cupful is not the 
same for all fats. Follow these 
in making substitu- 
tions: 

If the recipe calls for lard and| 
you want to use butter or oles. 
margarine instead, add an extra 2 
tablespoons of butter or oleomar- | 
garine for each cup of fat called for 
in the recipe. 

Substituting the other way around 
—use seven-eighths of a cup of lard 
(1 cup less than 2 tablespoons) for 
every cupful of butter or oleomar- 
garine called for in the recipe. 

If the recipe calls for lard, and 
you are substituting a hydrogenat- 
ed fat for it, add an extra 1% 
tablespoons for every cup of lard 
called for in the recipe 

Here's a pastry recipe from a 
famous up-state New York cook: 


PASTRY 


One cup flour, % teaspoon bak- 
% teaspoon salt, 1-3 
cup Jard, % cup ice water (about). 


Sift flour, baking powder and 
Salt together. Cut shortening in 
with a pastry blender or two 
knives until the lumps are the 


size of lima beans, Add ice water 
gradually, mixing it in with a fork. 
When only enough water to hold 
dough together is. added, pat dough 


floured board, roll out dough to % 
inch thickness. Line a nine-inch 
pie plate; trim and flute the edges. 
Place another nine-inch pie plate 
Over it, to hold it sandwich style 
while baking. Bake in a hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) about 15 to 17 min- 
utes or until the pie shell is a light 
brown. Remove top pie plate and 
cool,
